PoKtical Argument U Found in President's Midyear 


Report and Document Is Thus Adulterated 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington, July 23 — Some 


splendid statements of economic 
reasoning are to be found in the 
•midyear economic report trans- 
mitted by President Truman to 
Congress but unfortunately sojiie- 
one at the White House has in- 
terspersed just enough Apolitical 
argument, 
designed ' presumably 


for the 1948 campaign, to adulter- 
ate the whole document. 


It is unfortunate that Congress 
has not. passed -legislation requir- 
ing that the 'report, of the non- 
political .economic 'advisers -'ap- 
pointed under the Full Employ- 
ment Act be. transmitted to Con- 
gress unedited by the White House 
politicians. Such a step would be 
constructive and would add im- 
measurably, to the respect with 
which these reports would bc£ re- 
ceived in the future. 


Thus, it is-not customary for 
economists to argue as this report 
does that, after-all, John Lewis's 
coal contract wasn't inflationary, 
or that the President had a con- 
siderable influence on the price 
situation, or that the removal 
of O.P.A. controls last year didn't 
result at the^time-in (he increases 
of production that were claimed, 
1 Ai: the reasoning ,of a political 
nature could 
well' have 
been 


omitted, and the midyear report 
would nevertheless have been a 
valuable document. If the Demo- 
cratic national committee needs 
to 'have the report written in a 
cert»in'Way, then the public ought 
to be informed which is- political 
puff and which is the analysis by 
the impartial economists. Incident- 
ally, these experts cannot protest, 
because the document doesn't pur- 
port to be their work but merely 
the President's own economic re- 
port In his letter to Congress he 
mixes up- the political' and the 
economic advice in this sentence: 
"In preparing this'report I huve 


had the advice and the'assistance 
of the Council of Economic 'Ad- 
visers, members of • the • cabinet 
and the- 'heads of Independent 
agencies."

mittnl mnkcs it difficult for the
